THE production of gold by the mines of the United 
States during the calendar year 1907 is estimated to 
have been $90,435,700. The amount of gold con- 
sumed in the industrial arts during the year is placed 
at $37,596,254, of which $30,418,680 was new material. 
Production of silver was 56,514,700 fine ounces, of 
the commercial value of $37,299,700. The amount 
consumed in the arts was 24,293,939 fine ounces. 








LEADING commercial movements within the country 
during October, as reported to the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, Department of Commerce and Labor, Washing- 
ton, D, C., indicate on the whole no abatement in the 
upward turn of industrial activity disclosed by the 
returns for the previous month. Greater activity. in 
the transportation field, as well as in the building trade 
of the largest cities, points to a marked improvement 
in the business situation of the country. 








THERE will be no bill for the establishment of a 
government system of postal savings banks passed 
during the present session of Congress. Despite the 
announcement of the Republican policy favoring the 
postal savings banks, the administration will sidestep 
for the present and cause any kind of savings banks 
measure to go over until the Sixty-first Congress 
meets, on the plea that the government monetary com- 
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mission is at work for reform financial laws and that 
the postal savings bank scheme would hamper its 
efforts. The bill is slated to undergo a series of set- 
backs and postponements. 








A NOTABLE assemblage of representatives of the 
commercial interests of the country was held on De- 
cember 10 at the Department of Commerce and La- 
bot, Washington, D. C. It was the first annual ses- 
sion of the National Council of Commerce, which was 
organized early in the present year. About 100 dele- 
gates, representing sixty-five chambers of commerce, 
boards of trade and industrial bodies throughout the 
country attended the session. The fundamental idea 
of the organization is the promotion of the foreign 
commerce of the United States. It is expected that 
eventually the organization will establish permanent 
headquarters in Washington, which will be in touch 
with all of the great commercial and industrial inter- 
ests, not only of this country, but of the world.

on apprentices are a drawback to the 
workers against child labor. In Germany, it was ex- 
plained, not only is there a practically perfect system 
of trade schools but there is also a co-operative ar- 
rangement between the educational departments and 
the manufactories and the business concerns, so that 
children are watched and their education continued 
along industrial lines even after they are out of school. 
_ The advantages of such an arrangement are ob- 
vious ; it not only results in a much larger production 
of skilled workmen, but it also permits no interference 
with the early education of the persons who are to 
become skilled jworkers. The rules of the labor 
unions, however, make such an arrangement impos- 
sible in this country at present, for the unions keep a 
strict watch on skilled labor and they limit the number 
of apprentices to figures far below the requirements. 
This of course prevents boys and girls from obtaining 
instructions that would lead them to develop into 
skilled laborers. President Eliot thinks that perhaps 
the force of public sentiment may in time change this 
condition, since a tendency in this direction is already 
recognizable. 

“I_ do not know,” President Eliot said, “if there 
will be enough of this sentiment to secure the neces- 
sary legislation. There is a new and rapidly increas- 
ing interest in vocational education so called. All of 
that interest should be used to prevent the too-early 
use of the child in labor. There is another reinforce- 
ment that should aid this movement. I refer to sani- 
tary science and preventive medicine, and every bit of 
it will go the way in which this society is moving. It 
is well known that children’s health is injured, and so 
is that of many women, by labor; that it has a direct 
effect upon their physical being.” 

It might be suggested that, while legislation for 
something along the lines of the German system may 
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in time be secured, the labor unions will never repea! 
or modify or in any way liberalize their present ap- 
prenticeship rules so long as employers permit them 
to maintain the “closed shop.” Once let there be or- 
ganization among employers generally for maintaining 
the “open shop,” and apprenticeships will be much 
easier than now to secure and many of the present 
evils of child labor will disappear. 








ApvicE to American manufacturers that they adapt 
their wares to Chinese tastes was made the other day 
in Chicago by an intelligent Chinaman 

Our Foreign from Hongkong in an address before a 

Trade. commercial organization. Germany and 
Japan have been supplying the wants of 
the orient because their manufacturers make the things 
the orientals want. In 1904 the United States consul- 
_ general at Hongkong wrote: “The American seller 
is too much inclined to insist that he knows the wants 
of the buyer better than the buyer does himself. Such 
methods of pushing trade may go somewhere else, 
but not among the Chinese.” A consul in Puerto Ca- 
bello, Venezuela, in listing the “hindrances to Ameri- 
man trade in South America’ mentions not only the 
disposition of American traders “to force upon the 
customer something that he is not accustomed to,” 
but also the practice of some American houses of ai- 
lowing only thirty days for the payment of bills even 
on goods sent to remote interior points, their disin- 
clination to furnish the patterns and assortments of 
sizes demanded in the South American market, the 
sending of commercial travelers who are unable to 
speak Spanish and the use of circulars printed in Eng- 
lish. ~The vice-consul at St, Petersburg, in a recent 
consular report tells of a Russian importer’s complaint 
that an American made desk came to‘ him ruined be- 
cause it had been packed only in a light wooden frame, 
whereas a similar desk from Germany had come in 
good condition because it had been well boxed. 

If American manufacturers are to compete success- 
fully for foreign trade they must make goods to suit 
the tastes of foreign customers. At home the manu- 
facturers in many lines control styles and direct the 
national taste by means of wide-spread advertising. 
Such advertising campaigns, however, are practically 
impossible in the interior of South America or of 
China. 








OVERFLOWING classes at the ‘Franklin Union in 
Boston constitute one of the most encouraging signs 
: of the times. The 500 applicants for 
Ambitious membership in the evening school 
Workingmen. Classes are evidence of a latent force in 
the industrial and commercial life of 

Boston which has all the essential qualities of ambi- 
tion, courage, energy, determination, even to the point 
of self-sacrifice, and has lacked for development only 
the opportunity it has now found. Men seeking the 
advantage of these classes, even though it may add 
hours of study to their daily hours of manual or other 
labor, do not value life lightly. Labor is not slavery 
to them, nor work their doom. They know the pos- 
sibilities that lie ahead. They are ambitious and con- 
fident in the power that is within them. In such 
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men and in such spirit lies the surest hope of indus- 

trial and commercial progress. 

There are thirty-three members in the class of shop 

formulae and industrial arithmetic, The class rep- 
resents twenty-three different trades. When its mem- 
bers have completed its course they will have gained 
an insight into the economy of industrial organiza- 
tion. Whether they rise into positions as foremen or 
superintendents or managers, or continue as under 
workmen, they will have acquired a better knowledge 
of values, they will know how to prevent waste, and 
how to secure results with the least expenditure of 
money, material and energy. Their training will be 
an added asset in the industrial values of Boston. 
There are twenty-eight men, for instance, in the class 
of chemistry. Many of these desire to become phar- 
macists, but one, an iron worker, sees in chemistry 
the scientific equipment for higher service in his 
own trade. A confectioner believes that he can ad- 
vance in his own business by means of scientific 
knowledge. There is hardly a trade which lacks its 
representative in the quest for greater knowledge and 
better equipment. Some of the applicants may be 
restless chasers after the butterflies of better luck, 
but to the majority can safely be accredited com- 
mendable motive as well as effort. 

The initial success of the Franklin Union is evi- 
dence of the need which it supplies. The recognition 
of that need suggests that the public school system is 
failing to do all that it should in the education of 
youth. Many of the applicants for these evening 
classes are of high school age. Out of one class of 
thirty-three, it is reported that nineteen have had 
some training in the grammar schools. . Evidently 
they left the public schools before they had finished 
the course, because of necessity, or because the course 
of instruction did not offer attractive value to them. 
Lack of appreciation of education cannot be charged 
to these young men. Nor are they to be accused of 
laziness or disregard for opportunity. In many cases, 
as in every industrial community, the public schools 
failed to give them what would be of greatest value 
in their vocations. 

There is a growing belief among leaders in edu- 
cational work that in the public school system there 
must be more substance in the training of the ele- 
mentary schools and that supplementary to the ele- 
mentary training there must be established courses 
of practical instruction which shall be of sufficient value 
to attract and retain the large percentage of pupils 
who now leave the public schools during or at the 
close of the grammar grades. The Mechanics’ Arts 
High School in Boston and similar schools which 
have been established in a few other cities recognize 
this need, but meet it only in part. The Franklin 
Union also helps to remedy the defect. But it alone 
does not solve the problem that it suggests. If this 
latent force of ambition, ability and energy exists, 
waiting to respond to opportunity, is it wise for the 
public educational system to neglect it? How many 
more than the 500 applicants at the Franklin Union 
may there be who would increase their manual power 
by scientific instruction and who would add to their 
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productive capacity by supplementing skill with 
knowledge if the opportunity had been offered them? 

The manner of vocational training in the public 


school system is not a simple problem. But the need 
of it is beyond question,

Do the best you can at all times! That should be 
the motto of every young man who possesses ambition 
and the desire to make a name for himself in the world 
of business. If he does that at all times, he has put his 
foot on the first rung of the ladder that leads to pro- 
motion, and not before that time can he fairly say that 
he has begun to climb upward.

He must make it a point to do the best that he can 
whether the “old man” is there or not, for the “old 
man” has been through the mill, and he can easily tell 
whether all his employes are doing their best work or 
not. He cannot be fooled very long!

The unmitigated carelessness and indifference mani- 
fested by the management of many of the hotels of 
this country relative to the disposition of mail matter 
after the guests to whom such matter has been ad- 
dressed have left a hotel and a town for some other, 
is very forcibly brought to my attention by a case of 
this kind, which is so far outside “the statute of lim- 
itations,” that I cannot refrain from making mention 
of it. Way back on August 24 a letter containing cor- 
respondence of a highly important character was 
mailed by a business house in Chicago to one of its 
traveling salesmen who was then thought to be at 
Newark, Ohio. The letter was addressed in care of 
the Doty House in that town. When the letter had 
reached its destination (for “destination” it proved to 
be indeed and of a truth), the traveling man had left 
the Doty House and Newark for another town. The 
envelope in which the correspondence was enclosed 
was of a size technically known as No. 11. On the en- 
velope in the upper left-hand corner instructions were 
printed in the largest possible type for the return of 
the letter to the Chicago firm in five days unless deliv- 
ered to the person to whom addressed. The clerk of the 
hotel or whoever received the letter, evidently, through 
istigmatism of the eyes or obtuseness of the cerebrum, 
read the word five on the envelope for fifty, and then 
'o be sure that his eyes had been properly deceived 
eld it for about forty more days. The hotel man fi- 
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nally got tired of having the letter lie around as an 
ornament, and on Nov. 21—almost three months after 
the letter was received by him—took a tumble to him- 
self and mailed it back to Chicago. I have heard about 
traveling men’s mail having been allowed to lie around 
a hotel for a week or ten days without being returned 
in accordance with the instructions on the envelope, 
but this instance has all records of this kind in my ex- 
perience, “beaten to a frazzle,” as President Roose- 
velt would say. My uncompunctious friend of the 
Doty House had better wake up and “come out of 
it,” or he will find that the traveling fraternity will get 
wise to his slip-shod methods and cease to patronize 
him. No traveling man should patronize a hotel which 
to all intents has so little regard for his precious mail 
as the Doty House at Newark, Ohio. If hotel people 
everywhere only realized to what extent a traveling 
man is inconvenienced by having his mail held up, I 
am sure they would pay more attention to this im- 
portant feature of the hotel business.

EXHIBITS AT THE GAS APPLIANCE 
EXPOSITION. 








The exposition which was given at the First Regi- 
ment Armory in Chicago during the past week by the 
National Commercial Gas Association was a very 
complete and comprehensive exhibition of gas appli- 
ances.

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OBITUARY. 
Edward F. C. Young. 
Edward F. C. Young, president of the Joseph 


Dixon Crucible Co., Jersey City, N. J., and of the 
American Graphite Co., died at his home in Jersey 
City on December 6. Mr. Young had not been in 
good health for three years, but had been able to at- 
tend to business pretty regularly up to six weeks ago 
when serious complications developed. 

Edward Faitoute Condict Young was born near 

Morristown, Morris county, N. J., on January 25, 
1835. He was of English descent on his paternal 
side and his maternal grandparents were Scotch. Mr. 
Young went to Jersey City at the age of nine years. 
He started his business career in 1852 as a clerk in 
the Hudson County Bank. By dint of perseverance 
and close application to work he received promotion 
after promotion, and in 1865 he was appointed assist- 
ant cashier of the First National Bank of Jersey City. 
In 1879 he was elected president of the institution, a 
post he held continuously until his death. When the 
Joseph Dixon Crucible Co. became involved in finan- 
cial difficulties Mr. Young was appointed receiver, and 
as a result. of his great business ability the concern 
was in quick time placed on a paying basis. It is now 
one of the most successful industries in the state of 
New Jersey. ‘When the receivership ended Mr, Youfig 
became president of the company. 

Mr. Young was one of the best-known and most 
influential men in the state of New Jersey, having been 
largely interested in a score or more of business enter- 
prises of an industrial and financial character. He 
was credited with being identified with more commer- 
cial concerns than any other man in the state. Be- 
sides being president, as already stated, of the Joseph 
Dixon Crucible Co. and the American Graphite Co., 
he was vice-president and director of the Acker Proc- 
ess Co.; president and director of the First National 
Bank of Jersey City; president and director of the 
Pavonia Trust Co. of Jersey City and of the North 
Jersey Land Co. He was also the controlling force 
of the New Jersey Title Guarantee and Trust Co. of 
Jersey City and the Bayonne Trust Co., of Bayonne, 
N. J. 
stitutions and in a number of public service corpora- 
tions, including the Consolidated Traction Co. The 
deceased was also very prominently identified with the 
political affairs of New Jersey, and was a member 
of the best clubs in Jersey City. Mr. Young married 
Miss Harriet Strober in 1853, who, with a son and 
daughter, survives him. Few men in the country were 
possessed of a greater amount of business ability than 
Edward F. C. Young and fewer still were more be- 
loved by business associates and employes. Demo- 
cratic in demeanor, strong in personality, he made 
friends wherever he went and retained them. The 
news of his death will be received with deep regret 
everywhere.

In answer to A. J. Getz of St. Louis, who in THE 
AMERICAN ArtTisAN of November 28 asked for the 
development of patterns for a bell-shaped top and bead

for a 64-inch round stack, as per his sketch showing 
the size and profile of top required, I submit herewith 
a drawing showing the development of the patterns for 
this top. 
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A half section is all that is required. The half eleva- 
tion must be laid out full size, extending the center 
line far enough to receive all the radius points. “The 
measurements given for the various radius limes are 
taken from scale drawing and should not be relied 
upon for patterns. After the various blanks have been 
made it still requires considerable skill to raise the 
various blanks to their corresponding sweeps as shown 
in % plan. The blanks for the 30-inch section have to 
be stretched to the required curve, while the sections 
for the 18-inch bead and 20-inch section of top have to 
be raised to the required curve on the raising block.

APPRENTICESHIP AGREEMENT OF SHEET 

METAL CONTRACTORS’ ASSOCIATION 

OF CLEVELAND. 





The Sheet Metal Contractors’ Association of Cleve- 
land, O., at a recent meeting of that association ac- 
cepted the report of the committee on apprenticeship 
and adopted the apprenticeship contract drafted by the 
committee. For months past the committee had been 
working on the apprenticeship question and as a re- 
sult of their efforts both the committee’s report and 
the apprenticeship contract recommended by them have 
been printed to be distributed among the members of 
the association and among the trade. The report of 
the apprenticeship committee is as follows: 

“Your Apprenticeship Committee has, after considerable 
time and study, come to the conclusion that a sufficient num- 
ber of good and competent mechanics can be assured only 
through a proper apprenticeship system; this system should 


not only give a boy a practical, but also a technical knowl- 
edge of the trade. With this object in view, the committee 
recommends to the members of our association the universal 


adoption of the accompanying form of the apprenticeship 
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agreemeut, which should be entered with the boy’s parents 
or guardians, as the case may be. : - 

“In addition to the carrying out of the general terms of 
this contract we would recommend that the following rule in 
the employment of the apprentice be followed out, as near 
as the individual case in hand may permit: 

“1. No apprentice shall be engaged under 16 years of age, 
and none but boys who have at least passed the seventh 
‘grade of our public schools. 

“2. Care should be taken to employ none but boys of gapd 
moral character-and reasonably good physique. 

“3. We believe in the compulsory study by the apprentice 
of such courses as are now available in the Young Men’s 
Christian Association or our present new Technical High 
School. We believe that the employer should encourage such 
study on the part of the apprentice by ‘bearing the financial 
expense of same. We have taken the matter up with the offi- 
cials of the Young Men’s Christian Association and have 
attached to this report a written statement from them as to 
what can be done in this line. 

“4. With the above careful selection of the quality of a 
boy for apprenticeship, we believe that the wages paid should 
be sufficient to attract such boys to the trade, and we believe 
that the employer would be amply repaid by the efficient 
services rendered under this system. We therefore recom- 
mend as follows that the wages be fixed at:

“The above to be the minimum wages fixed in the contract. 

“The employer should be allowed, however, to: reward par- 
ticularly good services On the part of the apprentice, by addi- 
tional compensation. The employer should create a fund, out 
of which should be paid the apprentice at the expiration of his 
contracted term of apprenticeship, a sum of ‘equal to $1 for 
each week worked of his contracted term of apprenticeship, at 
which time his employer shall issue to him a journeyman’s 
certificate, in which the employer shall set forth the time 
served. 

“Your committee believes the carrying out of the above 
recommendations and the systematic employment of a goodly 
number of apprentices each year will, in course of a few 
years, solve our vexing labor problem and supply our mem- 
bership at all times with not only.a sufficient number of work- 
men, but with a force of men highly proficient in their trade 
and who will at all times be a credit to themselves and their 
employer and who will command the respect of the public.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

While there have been no particular features of 
moment to report in connection with the hardware 
market during the last week, business continues to be 
reported as fairly active, considering the season of the 
year, and prices hold to a steady basis. There have 
been some revisions of quotations here and there, but 
they have not been radical. There has been a moder- 
ate movement of seasonable goods, as a result of the 
approaching colder weather and the holiday season, 
and the better tone apparent is causing a more liberal 
purchase of goods. Of course, inventories will be 
taken at the close of the month, and this has to some 
extent curtailed purchases. The talk of a probable 
revision of the tariff schedules has also had some sen- 
timental effect at least on business. The local demand 
for wire nails has been of rather a spasmodic char- 
acter. For cut nails there has been a fair demand 
within the actual requirements of the trade. The de- 
mand for barb wire is somewhat in excess of the 
usual volume at this time of the year. The shovel 
market continues to show considerable irregularity as 
far as prices are concerned. The market for cast iron 
hardware presents rather an irregular appearance. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than car loads and 
$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.80 per keg. The jébbing price is $1.85 for 
full car loads at the mill, $1.95 for less than car loads 
at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car load lots, $1.95; retail- 
ers’ car load lots, $2; painted barb wire, jobbers’ car 
load lots, $2.10; retailers’ car load lots, $2.15, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
load lots, $1.80, and to retailers in car load lots. $1.85. 





TIN PLATE. " 

The tin plate makers are running their plants at 
about 55 per cent of capacity. The salmon packers 
are the largest consumers of tin at this date, and their 
requirements are now well under contract. The 
American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. started 25 of the mills 
at its "Nashville plant this week. The year in tin 
plate on the whole has been a favorable one. Prices 
are $3.89 for 100-pound coke plates f. o. b. New York, 
and $3.70 at Pittsburg mills, with the independents 
quoting $3.65.

COPPER. 


There is a very dull market for ingot copper, the 
only changes noted being in the speculative figures 
given out by the New York Metal Exchange. Bids of 
14% cents for Lake are reported to have been re- 
cently refused by producers, who are holding their 
product as firmly as ever at 15 cents. The only cop- 
per moving is apparently from second hands, and 
most of the transactions reported are due to manipu- 
lation by traders who hope to break the market. Pro- 
ducers are not pressing sales, though there is more 
imerest being taken in electrolytic, owing to the re- 
newed activity being shown by the Westinghouse and 
other large electrical manufacturing concerns. There 
is a sharp line drawn between those who believe in 
lower prices for copper and the element which main- 
tains that the metal is in a very strong position in- 
trinsically, and it will take time to prove which is 
right. The present dullness prevents any correct 
analysis, and it is difficult to decide between the con- 
flicting interests. The London market shows a mod- 
etate decline for the week of £1 2s 6d on spot and £1 
1s 3d on futures. Sheet copper is firm, the base price 
being 19 cents. Yellow metal is firmly held at the 
recent advance, the quotations being 18 cents for di- 
mensions, 16 cents for sheathing and sheathing nails, 
17 cents for slating nails and 18 cents for keel and 
stem metal. Seamless brass pipe is very firm at the 
recent advance, the quotations being as follows: %- 
inch, 27 cents; %4-inch, 26 cents; 34-inch, 21 cents; 
¥4-inch, 20 cents; %-inch to 3-inch, inclusive, 19 
cents ; 34-inch, 20 cents; 4-inch, 21 cents ; 44-inch, 23 
cents; 5-inch, 25 cents; G-inch, 36 cents.

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Possibly the demand for pig iron is not quite up to 
normal, but there is a good steady business doing on 
the basis of prices recently established. There does 
not appear to be any urgent call for any particular 
delivery, and no special movement in spot iron, but 
the recent transactions cover all deliveries from spot 
through the first half of 1909. The activity noted im- 
mediately after election seems to have subsided, and 
the present buying is practically confined to those who 
delaved placing their orders, possibly hoping for lower 
prices after the first rush was over. 

This expectation has not been realized, as the mar- 
ket appears to be as strong as at any time since the 
recent buying movement began, and in fact there is a 
stronger feeling in some sections than there was a 
month ago. The withdrawal of several of the leading 
furnaces, North’and South, from the market has had 
a good effect, and there now seems to be little doubt 
that the iron makers will be able to hold prices on 
the present level until renewed buying gives them an 
opportunity to lift values still higher. 

Especial strength is being shown in the more distant 
deliveries, and while present quotations would pos- 
sibly hold on orders extending through the first half 
of the year for the second quarter, a premium of 25@ 
50 cents per ton is being generally demanded. The 
November business proves to have been on a good 
tonnage basis, and, being well distributed, shows that 
there was a general improvement in the foundry and 
manufacturing trades. Stocks are still small at the 
foundries, as a great deal of the recent business was 
for forward delivery, and, with the increasing diffi- 
culties incident upon the winter season, there is not 
likely to be any surplus iron available for melting for 
some time to come. 

Actual quotations are very little changed, though a 
little firmer tone is reported from Birmingham. Ala- 
bama iron is still quotable at $13.00@13.50 a ton, 
though possibly there is less obtainable at the lower 
range than was the case in November. Several of the 
Alabama furnaces are out of the market entirely, and 
the situation seems to be steadily strengthening. Vir- 
ginia iron is firm and unchanged. A number of the 
Virginia furnaces are also out of the market. Penn- 
sylvania furnaces are asking slightly higher prices, 
but no general advance has yet been made, as plenty 
of iron is still to be had at $18.25@18.75 ton, New 
England delivery,

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“The demand for pig iron during the past week has been 
surprisingly large considering the heavy tonnage heretofore 
booked. There have been some fair sized sales for reason- 
ably early delivery, but the bulk of the business has called for 
first and second quarters of 1909. Inquiries in this territory 

, have been chiefly for foundry and grey forge. 

“The consumption of pig iron seems to be increasing 
rather slowly and consumers do not anticipate any decided 
change until after the first of the year. It is not anticipated 
that contracts for castings will be placed of heavier volume 
for delivery beginning then that will justify an increased melt 
of iron. 

“There has been considerable apprehension that idle fur- 
nace capacity might be started that would flood the market 
and depress prices, but thus far the output of those that have 
been put in blast has been taken care of, and when others are 
blown in it is anticipated that the business conditions will ab- 
sorb the product without especial difficulty. Prices have re- 
mained unchanged. 

“The coke market continues on about the same basis that 
has existed during the past two weeks. A considerable ton- 
nage of furnace coke has been placed recently and other deals 
are being negotiated.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “Tariff agitation is not having any real effect on the 
iron trade. There is some talk of the holding back of busi- 
ness until the tariff question is definitely settled, but as a mat- 
ter of fact this is mainly talk and not much more. That radi- 
cal changes in the tariff could and would seriously affect mak- 
ers of both pig and finished iron is undoubtedly true, but no 
one dreams that radical changes of a destructive nature will 
be made by Congress. However, the iron trade in all its 
branches will breathe easier when the tariff schedules are 
fixed and the uncertainties of the situation are removed. 

“Business this week has been made up of scattering lots 
mainly for near-by shipment. Prices are unchanged, but they 
are firm at the recent advance. Pipe makers have purchased 
some round quantities, but other than this the orders have not 
been large. . 

“Throughout the trade there is a feeling of great hopeful- 
ness. It is the general expectation that the iron business will 
continue its forward progress, the volume of trade gradually 
expanding with prices keeping pace with the general advance. 
The slow and sure betterment m trade conditions is regarded 
as much more satisfactory than if things came with a boom.” 


SEEDS. 

The Leonard Seed Company, Chicago, says in its weekly 
report: 

“Crops of all varieties of seed are now coming in rapidly 
from growers, and cleaning departments are working full 
time putting them in shape for early orders. Packing and 
shipping departments are now working on orders calling for 
January 1 delivery. 

“It looks as though business would open up with a rush, 
as ‘fill in’ orders are beginning to show up even at this early 
date—we presume on account of short delivery on goods al- 
ready ordered or because sufficient quantity was not originally 
ordered to meet requirements. ° 

“Some varieties of corn which were previously reported 
as being in plentiful supply are coming in from growers much 
below estimates, Stowell’s Evergreen, Zig Zag Evergreen, Old 
Colony, Hickox and Country Gentleman being the most dis- 
appointing. There is a tendency to stiffen prices on this ac- 
count. However, there are many canners of corn who will 
not be in the market this season, as they have enough for 
their 1909 wants. This may prevent such high prices as pre- 
vailed some years ago when Country Gentleman went to $15 
per bushel. 

“Future contracts on peas of the canner’s sorts are being 
closed at from 25 to 50 cents a bushel advance over last year’s 
prices. This is on car load lots. 

“Some sorts of garden seed are showing rather low ger- 
mination, we hear. This is especially true on beet seed. We 
have word of one large lot which was held up on account of 
test. .Buyers should be careful about purchasing any such 
stock, as it is being offered freely and at a discount.”
